multitude gathered as if by magic, to cheer and congratulate the balloonist. 
M. Deutsch, who offers the great prize, said he would rather pay over the 
money on the spot than have his friend again risk his life. M.Santos-Dumont’s 
balloon was completely destroyed, but the plucky aeronaut has rescued what 
remains of the frame, and will reconstruct his airship and try again.
